Hab. On soil in subalpine region, at about 1100m above sea-level. Hokkaido, 
Prov. Ishikari: Mt. Soranuma (M. Saito, June 21, 1953 No. 12980). 

Area geogr. Asia, Alaska, N. America. 

This species is a new addition to the flora of Japan. 
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Calla palustris L., which has been reported from Manchuria, is a new addition 
to the Korean flora (Fusen plateau, prov. Kannan in northern Korea). 
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
